2020 Season Preview 


Trying to create a safe environment for intercollegiate 
competition during a pandemic, forced the NCAA to allow 
the 2020 soccer season to played both in the fall of 2020 
as well as the spring of 2021. 


While the NCAA Tournament will be held this spring, 
several conferences (such as the SEC) played their 
conference season in the fall. Creighton and the BIG EAST 
Conference chose to play during the spring. 


The odd circumstance allows every soccer player to play 
during the 2020 season without using a year of eligibility. 


Despite all the uncertainty, head coach Ross Paule and his 
Bluejay team are more than excited to get on the pitch. 


“It’s been such a long road, getting to this point. | am very 
appreciative of the work so many people have put in to 
find a safe way for our athletes to compete,” said Paule. 
“To see the joy of our players to get on the field and to do 
what they love, we are going to take advantage of every 
second.” 


Offense 
Leading the offense for the Bluejays will be the 2019 BIG 
EAST Freshman of the Year, forward Skylar Heinrich. 
The Omaha native scored 11 goals last season, but will 
undoubtedly draw even more attention this year. A pair of 
seniors will be asked to step forward in Keelie Fothergill 
and Juelle Love. The duo have combined to tally three 
goals and six assists as Bluejays. 


In addition the Bluejays have brought in a wealth of talent 
to replace departed senior Taryn Jakubowski. Joining 
the Bluejays in the forward roles are sophomores Renee 
Pountney, Jenny Grissom as well as freshman Lilli Bedell. 


Defense 
The defensive back line will also need to replace a 
four-year starter with the departure of Jaylin Bosak. 
Tasked with leading the defense this season will be 
sophomore Jordy Rothwell, an AII-BIG EAST Freshman 
team selection last season. 


Expected to bolster the Bluejays’ defensive ranks are 
sophomore Gabby Grimaldi, freshmen Madison Radke, 
Peighton Steffen and Nicole Tiller. 


Midfield 
Creighton has the luxury of junior Ansley Atkinson to 
guide the midfielders. Atkinson has started all 35 matches 
for the Bluejays during her two seasons. Additional 
midfielders that are expected to contribute immediately 
are junior Cristina Garriga and freshman Abigail Santana. 


Goalkeeping 
The Bluejays have the luxury of two experienced 
returners in goal in sophomore Keelan Terrell and junior 
Katie Sullivan. In addition, redshirt freshman Mikayla 
Grocki adds depth in the net. 


Last season Terrell appeared in seven matches, including 
four starts. Sullivan, meanwhile, saw action in 12 matches 
with 10 starts. The duo allowed just 21 goals combined in 
18 matches for a 1.12 goals against average. 


Seniors Keelie Fothergill and Juelle Love as well as sophomores Skylar Heinrich and Keelan Terrell 
will play pivotal roles in Creighton’s success in 2020.

Head Coach - Sixth Season (37-44-9) 


Ross Paule was named the fifth head coach in 
Creighton women’s soccer history in December of 
2014. One of the greatest players in Bluejay men’s 
soccer, Paule returned to Creighton after nine years 
working with various levels of youth soccer in his 
home state of Tennessee. Since 2006, Paule served 
as a staff coach at the US National level through the 
adidas ESP program. 


“My memories of beingat Creighton werecritical tomy 
acceptance of the position. | know what Creighton 
offers and provides,” said Paule. “There is a clear 
commitment to providing the student-athlete with a 
caring and instructive environment.” 


Taking over a program that had won just four 
conference games combined in the final two 
seasons as a member of the MVC as well as the first 
season in the BIG EAST, Paule felt his first task was 
to change the culture. 


“My biggest priority when | arrived was to address the 
culture and attitude of the team,” said Paule. “To 
teach them that it is not okay to be average, instead 
to learn from every experience and progress to a 
higher standard.” 


Six years into the Paule era, his imprint on Creighton 
women’s soccer team is clear. Paule has changed the 
culture to one committed to win.

Paule’s efforts have helped 
his team place expectations 
on themselves. 


“With the culture Paulef 
required in place, he now 
expects his team to begin 
delivering on the field. 


Paule played three years at Creighton (1994-96), 
guiding the Bluejays to their first College Cup 
appearance in 1996, before being drafted 
into Major League Soccer (MLS). 


He went on to become the eighth player in program 
history to earn a spot in the Creighton Athletics Hall 
of Fame, earning induction in the spring of 2012. 


A finalist for the Hermann Trophy and the Missouri 
Athletic Club Player of the Year award in 1996 (the 
two were combined in 2002), Paule was named 
the MVC Player of the Year in 1996. In 2006, he 
was named to the Missouri Valley Conference 
All-Centennial Team. 


Paule remains the only men’s soccer player in school 
history to have earned First Team AII-MVC 
honors in his first three seasons and one of only 10 
players overall to have earned the honor three times.

He’s also the only man in Creighton’s storied history 
to earn MVC Player of the Year, MVC Tournament 
MVP and MVC Freshman/Newcomer of the Year. 


Paule was drafted 11th overall, the first selection of 
the second round, by the Colorado Rapids in the 
1997 MLS draft. During nine seasons in the MLS, he 
played for the Colorado Rapids, Columbus Crew 
and NY/NJ MetroStars. He was the Colorado MVP in 
1998, the Columbus MVP in 2003 and twice an MLS 
All-Star. 


Upon retiring in 2005, Paule became an assistant 
coach for the Columbus Crew. He later joined the 
Memphis Futbol Club as a Youth Director. After four 
years he moved to the Technical Director role for the 
Tennessee Rush. In 2011, Paule became Executive 
Director of the Arlington Soccer Academy, where he 
developed regional talent in the Mid-South. 


Ross served as the National Soccer Executive Director 
for the Fellowship of Christian Athletes from 2011-14. 
In that role he traveled as far as Dubai to create 
partnerships with 93 countries while helping to 
produce soccer-themed bibles, The Goal, in multiple 
languages. 


“The education | received as a Bluejay, both on and 
off the pitch, provided a great foundation and helped 
my life after | left Creighton,” continued Paule. “Now 
| am fortunate to have the great opportunity to pass 
those lessons on.”

Assistant Coach - Third Season 


Originally from Oslo, Norway, Lisa-Marie Woods 
joined the Creighton Women’s Soccer staff in August 
of 2018. In her third year with the Bluejays, Woods 
holds a significant role in Creighton’s recruiting. 


A decorated professional, Woods played soccer at 
the highest levels in nine different countries from 
2005 until January of 2018 (United States, Australia, 
Canada, Cyprus, Denmark, Germany, Iceland, 
Kazakhstan and Norway). 


Woods’ coaching career started in 2003, when she 
earned her first coaching license. 


“Lisa-Marie has tremendous experience and suc- 
cess. Her passion to develop our players to be 
their best will have a significant influence on 
our program,” said head coach Ross Paule. 
“She has a great eye for talent and with her 
connections across the globe.” 


Inspired by watching her older brother play, Woods 
began playing soccer at just four years old. Her 
neighborhood produced four professionals on the 
pitch, with three male players joining her. 


Woods began her national 
team career in 1998 with 
Norway, going on_ to 
captain the U-19 team in the 
UEFA Women’s’ Under-19 
Championship. She earned 
her first cap with the senior 
national team in 2009. In 
2010 she won the Kniksen 
Prisen, given to the top player in Norway’s top 
league (Toppserien). 


Woods brought her soccer talents to the United 
States in 2003 as she played for Oakland (2003) and 
Middle Tennessee State (2004) before returning to 
Norway. 


Over two seasons Woods appeared in 34 matches, 
earning 32 starts. She helped guide Oakland to the 
NCAA Tournament in 2003 with 19 points on six 
goals and seven assists. The following year with the 
Blue Raiders, Woods delivered four goals and nine 
assists.

Assistant Coach - Second Season 


Kopietz began her second season as a Bluejay in the 
fall of 2020. Creighton’s goalkeeper coach made an 
immediate impact as Bluejay keepers delivered a 
combined goals against average (GAA) of 1.12. That 
was the lowest number for Bluejay netminders since 
2011 (1.11 GAA). 


Before coming to Creighton, Karli spent six seasons 
as an assistant coach at North Dakota State. The 
Minnesota native (Champlin, Minn.) also served as a 
volunteer assistant for Bison in 2012. 


Kopietz holds a USSF C-License, a United Soccer 
Coaches National Diploma and level three 
goalkeeping certification from the United Soccer 
Coaches. 


While serving as an assistant coach at North Dakota 
State, Karli helped lead the Bison to a pair of 
Summit League regular-season titles in 2015 and 
2016. Kopietz’s work guided Sierra Bonham to 
back-to-back Summit League Goalkeeper of year in 
2014 and 2015. During her six seasons with the Bison, 
North Dakota State goalkeepers posted an average 
of seven shutouts per season, including two nine 
shutout campaigns. 


Kopietz also served as the programs academic 
liaison at NDSU, directing the program to GPA of 3.71 
during the spring of 2018, the single best team GPA 
ever posted at North Dakota State. 


Beyond her experience at the 
collegiate level, Kopietz also 
instructed the goalkeepers 
for the Tri-City Soccer Club 
(2012-13) and was the head es 
coach of the club’s U17 and E& 
U15 girls teams. 


On the pitch herself, Kopietz \ 
was goalkeeper for NDSU 

in 2005 after transferring from the University of 
Minnesota. She was named the 2005 Division | 
Independent Defensive Player of the Year and is 
the NDSU career leader with a goals against aver- 
age of 0.84. As a freshman in 2002, Kopietz earned 
the Most Valuable Defensive Player distinction for 
Minnesota and set the freshman record for saves in 
a season with 92. 


She completed her master’s degree in leadership 
in physical education and sport at NDSU in May of 
2020. She also completed her undergraduate work 
at NDSU, earning her bachelor’s degree in criminal 
justice with a minor in sociology. 


Karli and her wife, Christie, were married in 2016. The 
couple have two children, Otto and Olive, as well as 
a great dane (Betty).

The Rasmussen Fitness and Sports Center, a 50,000 
square-foot building offering a multipurpose field 
house with synthetic turf for athletic team practices 
and intramural sports, was officially dedicated on 
Oct. 23, 2012. In addition to the indoor practice area, 
the Rasmussen Fitness and Sports Center offers 
a suspended two-lane running track and a fitness 
level furnished with cardio, circuit-training and free- 
weight equipment for all Creighton students, fac- 
ulty and staff. 


Named for McCormick Endowed Director of Athletics 
Bruce Rasmussen, the facility was made possible by 
generous gifts from Ruth and Bill Scott as well as 
several other donors. The Scotts have been long- 
time supporters and friends of Creighton University. 
In 1995 the Scotts established a scholarship for 
international students who enrolled in the School 
of Medicine. The Nebraska natives have deep roots 
in the Omaha community and have donated gener- 
ously to more than 100 different organizations. 


“Several years ago | was severely injured ina fall. This 
experience and my subsequent recovery reinforced 
the importance of health and wellness activities for 
everyone, no matter what your age. This convenient 
facility will be a visible reminder, for all students, 
faculty and staff, of the investment Creighton makes 
in the whole person -- mind, body and spirit. And | 
can’t think of a finer person than Bruce Rasmussen 
to honor with this legacy,” said Bill Scott. 


Since Rasmussen assumed the role of athletics 
director, Creighton has won 42 regular-season 
and 42 conference tournament titles, which have 
helped lead to 87 postseason appearances. The 
Bluejays remain the only school in the history of 
the Missouri Valley Conference to make 16 straight 
men’s basketball postseasons, and have made the 
NCAA Tournament in men’s soccer in 24 of the past 
28 years. Creighton was also recognized with the 
MVC All-Academic Award in seven of its last nine 
seasons in the league. 


Creighton’s reputation as one of the nation’s top 
academic institutions is reflected in the success the 
Bluejay student-athletes have had in the classroom 
during Rasmussen’s service as athletics director. 
Creighton’s baseball, men’s and women’s basketball, 
men’s and women’s cross country, women’s golf, 
women’s soccer as well as men’s and women’s 
tennis teamsallhavereceived national awards for their 
academic success.

Creighton concluded renovations to the uppel level of Morrison Stadium during the summer of 2018. 
This project brought the addition of five new suites to enhance the fan experience and improve event 
space. 


In addition, coaching offices for both the women’s and men’s programs were created and a state of the 
art area for broadcasting was installed to improve Creighton’s online streaming capabilities. 


Morrison Stadium was also winterized to provide maximum usage opportunity for student-athletes, 
staff and the community during colder months. The existing club was renovated to include an in-venue 
multi-purpose space for men’s and women’s soccer student-athletes. 


The construction of a broadcast booth near midfield Coaches offices were built, which allowed the men’s and 
moved the broadcasters perspective from women’s soccer coaches to move from the Ryan Athletic 
the north goal line to the center of the action.

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Morrison Stadium Renovations - 2019

The FIFA 
Quality Pro certified surface is featured at Mercedes-Benz Stadium in Atlanta, the home facility of the MLS 
Atlanta United FC and at Providence Park in Portland, the home facility of the MLS Portland Timbers and 
NWSL Portland Thorns. 


CORE includes VersaTile, which features a state of the arc drainage system and shock absorption. The 
drainage system offers a free draining surface area of 82 percent and the shock absorption properties are 
expected tolessentheimpactofthenormal wear andtear ofsoccer.FieldTurf’s CoolPlaysystem completed the 
playing surface. The CoolPlay composite dressing has beentestedtokeep the playing surface about 35 degrees 
cooler than traditional sand or rubber infill systems.

History of Billy Bluejay 


Billy Bluejay is the official mascot of the Creighton University Athletics Department. Creighton 
is a private, Jesuit NCAA Division | school in Omaha, Neb., founded in 1878. 


Prior to 1924, with no official athletics nickname, University publications and news media 
often referred to Creighton athletic teams by the school’s colors - the “White and Blue,” or 
vice versa. Because of Creighton’s location atop a bluff, the team was occasionally designated 
unofficially as the “Hilltoppers,” but the name lost favor because at least six other teams in the 
country went by the same nickname. At the behest of Creighton’s Athletics Board and Alumni 
Association, the Omaha Bee newspaper coordinated a public contest in late 1923 to select a 
nickname and mascot for Creighton University athletic teams. After reviewing 200 entries, 
the Athletics Board decided upon “Bluejays” because the color of the bird was in keeping with 
school colors. 


The Bluejays were originally depicted by an ornithologically correct rendition of the bird. In 1941, 
Creighton alumnus Joseph P. Murphy, a1931 graduate of the College of Business and, at the time, a 
Creightonjournalismprofessorandtheheadofits publicrelations department, designeda graphical 
image of the bird withamore human stance and expression. Murphy's 1941 designremained largely 
intact for the past 72 years with only minor revisions. While it is unclear on the exact year the first 
walking costume mascot modeled after Murphy’s 1941 graphical image appeared 
publicly or the first time the image or mascot were referred to as “Billy Bluejay,” many 
costumes were created, changed/re-designed 

over the past seven decades as Billy became a 

fixture at Creighton Athletics events, roaming 

the sidelines to cheer on his beloved Bluejays. 


In October, 2013, in conjunction with 
Creighton’s move to the BIG EAST Conference, 
the University unveiled a new Athletics 
brand - athletic logo, sport-specific logos and 
corresponding secondary marks designed to 
increase overall awareness of the Creighton 
University Bluejays - locally, regionally and 
nationally. The new logo was designed to build 
on the history, tradition and love of previous 
Billy Bluejay icons while maintaining the 
integrity of the past and establishing the new 
Creighton Bluejay brand as a distinct and 
recognizable identity in the BIG EAST. 


Creighton Athletics turned to Street Characters 
to provide an updated Billy Bluejay walking 


mascot costume, one that was more | 
vibrant, more athletic and one that more 
closely resembled the new athletics brand. 
The new-look Billy Bluejay walking mascot 
costume made his first public appearancein front 
of over 17,000 fans when the Creighton men’s 
basketball team hosted Nebraska on Dec. 8 at 
CHI Health Center Omaha. 
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Think of Omaha as center court: a 
dynamic and unique destination in the 
center of the country, full of action. 
Omaha has this special spirit that fills 
the city like an arena full of fans whose 
team just won with a buzzer beater.

ThereisagreatstoryaboutOmaha’sgrowth 
in the early days that really speaks to the 
pioneering spirit of the city. As Omaha 
prepared to lay underground cables for 
telephones, workers were trying to fig- 
ure out the easiest way to string the 
lines. Being an inventive bunch, Omahans 
solved the problem by getting ferrets 
to help carry the lines through the 
tunnels. Sounds extraordinary, but it 
worked. Today, Omaha is at the center 
of the telecommunications industry. Call 
for a hotel reservation from anywhere 
in the U.S. and you are probably calling 
Omaha. The city is home to the Hyatt, 
Marriott, Radisson, and Omni reservation 
centers. That infrastructure is also key 
to the nation’s defense. Offutt Air Force 
Base, home to STRATCOM, is based here. 
STRATCOM is the nation’s eyes, ears and 
muscle when it comes to protecting the 
country. 


That spirit is also seen in Omaha’s 
modern day pioneers. Warren Buffett, one 
of the wealthiest men in the world, is a 
plainspoken Omaha-born and_ bred 
financial pioneer. When Warren speaks, 
people listen, learn and make money. In 
fact, as you look at the four Fortune 500 
companies that call Omaha home, they 
are all innovators: Berkshire Hathaway, 
Union Pacific, Mutual of Omaha and 
Peter Kiewit Sons’.

Bruce Rasmussen is in his 27th year as McCormick 
Endowed Athletic Director, and 41st overall at 
Creighton University, in 2020-21. 


During Rasmussen’s tenure, Creighton has risen to 
prominence with its success on and off the field, 
impressive facilities and record-breaking fundraising efforts. Rasmussen 
also helped lead the charge for one of the biggest moves in school history 
when the school accepted an invitation into the BIG EAST Conference in 
March of 2013. 


Rasmussen's efforts continue to be recognized on a national level. In 
June of 2019, he became Division |’s first four-time recipient of the Under 
Armour Athletic Director of the Year Award, an honor he also received in 
2004, 2010 and 2015. Rasmussen was also honored by the Division I|-AAA 
Athletic Directors Association with the 2019 Gary Cunningham Lifetime 
Achievement Award at the annual NACDA Convention. 


Rasmussen wrapped up a five-year term on the highly-esteemed NCAA 
Division | Men’s Basketball Selection Committee, serving as chairman in his 
final year in 2018. 


Under Rasmussen’s leadership, Creighton has built new athletic facilities in 
virtually every sport. 


Michael G. Morrison, $.J., Stadium and CHI Health Center Omaha opened 
during the 2003-04 academic year. The Wayne and Eileen Ryan Athletic 
Center and D.J. Sokol Arena opened in 2009 and immediately gave 
Creighton’s women’s basketball and volleyball teams a top-notch facility 
to call home. 


TD Ameritrade Park Omaha, home to Bluejay baseball and the College 
World Series, opened in 2011 to rave reviews. A year later Creighton’s 
opened a student recreation center named the Rasmussen Center in his 
honor. 


In 2014, the Championship Center opened as a practice facility for men’s 
basketball and athletic training, academic and athletic performance head- 
quarters for all sports. 


Most recently, the spring of 2019 saw the opening of Ruth Scott Training 
Center, a practice facility for women’s basketball and volleyball. 


Since Rasmussen assumed the role of athletics director, Creighton has won 
42 regular-season and 42 conference tournament titles, which have helped 
lead to 87 postseason appearances. Since joining the BIG EAST, Creighton 
has won league titles in baseball, men’s basketball, men’s soccer, women’s 
basketball and volleyball. 


Creighton has appeared in the postseason in 21 of the last 23 years in men’s 
basketball, 24 of the last 28 men’s soccer seasons and nine of the last 10 
NCAA Tournaments in women’s volleyball. 


A member of the College World Series of Omaha, Inc., Executive Committee, Rasmussen continues to play a vital role in Creighton and the city of Omaha 
remaining as host of the College World Series. He was one of six individuals on the CWS Oversight Committee that helped decide the location for the 
new downtown TD Ameritrade Park Omaha, which will help keep the CWS in Omaha for another 25 years. With Creighton serving as host, the CWS has 
welcomed more than 300,000 fans in each of the last 14 times it has been held. 


Creighton’s reputation as one of the nation’s top academic institutions is reflected in the success the Bluejay student-athletes have had in the class- 
room during Rasmussen’s service as athletics director. Creighton’s baseball, softball, men’s and women’s basketball, men’s and women’s cross country, 
women’s golf, women’s soccer as well as men’s and women’s tennis teams all have received national awards for their academic success. Bluejay student- 
athletes have owned GPAs of 3.30 or above in 25 straight semesters entering the fall of 2020. 


Rasmussen accepted the associate athletics director position in 1992 after going 196-147 during a 12-year run as Creighton women’s basketball head coach, 
which culminated in the program’s historic 1991-92 season. The 1992 Western Athletic Conference Coach of the Year, Rasmussen led the 1991-92 Bluejay 
women to a program-record 28 wins (28-4), the WAC regular-season and tournament championships and a first-round NCAA Tournament victory in the 
program's first-ever trip to the “Big Dance.” With that 28-4 record in 1991-92, Rasmussen completed his college coaching career with a 196-147 record, 
good for a .571 winning percentage. In 2008, he was inducted into the Omaha Sports Hall of Fame. 


After serving as associate athletics director for two years, 1992-94, Rasmussen was named athletics director on Aug. 1, 1994. A native of Webster City, lowa, 
Rasmussen and his wife, Jill, have five children: Megan, David, John, Katie and Grace.

Academic and Athletic Success 

* Creighton’s student-athletes combined for a 3.48 GPA during the spring of 2020 
and a 3.40 cumulative GPA. 
The NCAA uses a tool for the evaluation of the academic quality of 
participating programs. The Academic Progress Report (APR) is intended 
to gauge the progress student-athletes are making to degree 
completion and graduation. In the spring of 2020, Creighton had five teams 
post multi-year APR scores in the top 10 percent of all squads in their respective 
sports: volleyball, women’s basketball, women’s cross country, women’s golf 
and women’s tennis. 
Creighton had 167 student-athletes make the Dean’s List at least one time last 
year, including 102 student-athletes who earned the honor both semesters. 
Thirty-eight student-athletes (14 percent) earned perfect 4.0 GPAs during the 
spring 2020 semester, including Ansley Atkinson, Haylee Blach, Emma Braasch, 
Lauren Harkes and Emma Yackley from the women’s soccer squad.

Athletic Performance 


Creighton University student-athletes benefit from 
year-round strength and conditioning training programs in The 
Championship Center. The 6,000 square foot state-of-the-art 
Athletic Performance Center is equipped with 12 Power Lift 
half-racks that each have inlaid lifting platforms and the 
EliteForm system. Additionally, the Athletic Performance 
Center features Uesaka Collegiate Series Bumper Plates, Plae 
Flooring, Iron Grip dumbbells, and a nutrition and hydration 
station to provide Creighton student-athletes with the optimal 
training and recovery environment. 


The athletic performance program at Creighton University is 
designed to help the athletes become strong and powerful. The 
program combines Olympic lifts, strength training exercises, 
plyometrics, speed and agility development, flexibility, and 
cardiovascular regimes. The programs are specifically tailored 
to each athlete, the sport they participate in and to their 
individual experience and ability. The goal of the program is 
to reduce the chance of injury and to help all athletes reach 
their full potential. 


To help maximize athletic performance, each Creighton 
student-athlete works with the strength and conditioning 
staff, the sports medicine staff, a certified nutritionist and a 
sports psychologist, giving Creighton student-athletes all the 
resources they need to succeed at the highest level. 


Athletic Training 


The Creighton University Athletic Training staff works in cooperation with and under the supervision of physicians to provide 
the best possible care for student-athletes. It has a staff of five full-time athletic trainers, and two graduate assistant athletic 
trainers.
